As the robbers fled through the 


northern section of the . city they 
were fired on by employes of two 
gasoline filling stations. 
They re- 


turned- the fire but none was in- 
jured. 
Four of the men entered the bank 


and forced 
the 
president, L. M. 


Flesh, F. P. Irvin, the cashier, "War- 
ren Garvett, assistant cashier, to lie 
on the floor while they were looting 
the cages. Flesh refused to obey at 
first and was injured slightly by a 
blow on the head from the butt of a 
pistol in the hands of one of the rob- 
bers. 


When the burglar alarm sounded 


the robbers forced Irvin to accom- 
pany them to the door of the bank. 
Windows in many stores along the 
downtown section were broken by 
the bullet barrage laid down by the 
robbers. 


Officials of the bank said they had 


feared- a robbery and posted armed 
guards, but the bandits disarmed the 
guards and made them lie down with 
other employes. The bank officials 
said that several suspicious persons 
had been in the bank during the past 
several days and that they had pre- 
pared to offset any robbery attempt 
by the employment of the guards.

\illn, wrote that it "realized tho Ro- 
clerns company was not responsible 
for the brokers' board action," but 
that tho valley is sparsely settled 
and if there were, no real estate men 
there would be no business there. 
"If you pet busy v.lth your real 
estate board and have it res'-ind the 
action against Texas real estate men 
we will be glad to do business with 
you," the firm wrote.

SENATORIAL, DOMINATION 
The national house of representa- 


tives, charged by the constitution with 
the duty of writing revenue bills, wrote 
a tariff bill, and the senate tore that 
measure to pieces and wrote a new 
one. 
The house will win some conces- 


sions in conference, but in the main 
the senate will probably have its way. 


The executive department, charged 


by the constitution with the duty of 
negotiating treaties, sent a delegation 
to London to arrange a new naval set- 
up, and the senate, as soon1, as there 
was a prospect of a program 
being 


adopted, interfered with the negotia- 
tions, as it has often done before. 


Congress as a whole established the 


Interstate Commerce commission and 
delegated to it authority to control the 
railroads. The commission worked out 
a new plan for grouping and consoli- 
dating railroad systems according to 
the needs of the country, as congress 
had directed it to do. Now the senate 
shows itself disposed to step in, de- 
prive the commission of authority and 
dictate railroad arrangements itself. 


These are merely three of many in- 


stances that might be cited which sug- 
gest that the senate, intended as half 
of one of three co-equal branches, 
is 


moving toward complete domination 
of the federal government. It steadily 
encroaches on the prerogatives of the 
house and the president and has as- 
sumed a toplofty attitude toward the 
supreme court. If the constitution is to 
survive, it looks as though the other 
branches will have to assert them- 
selves more. 


CROP REDUCTION 


Efforts continue to persuade farm- 


ers to reduce their crops this year, es- 
pecially their wheat crops. The tariff 
commission adds its influence to that 
of the Federal Farm board. The com- 
mission's chief 
economist has been 


working lately with farm leaders 
to 


curtail the acreage devoted to raising 
hard spring wheat. He says that the 
four northwestern states, Minnesota, 
Montana, North Dakota and 
South 


Dakota, should cut their wheat area 
not less than 2,000,000 acres, in order 
to do their bit toward preventing the 
accumulating wheat surplus. 


This is the accepted procedure for 


maintaining prices for wheat or any 
other commodity. It is doubtless right 
to cut production, if more of anything 
is being produced 
than the 
Avorld 


can use. But at best, that is only half 
the game, and the less constructive 
half. The farmer wants to continue us- 
ing his land, just as the manufacturer 
wants to continue 
using 
his plant. 


"What shall be raised instead of wheat 
or instead of any other crop that is be- 
ing produced faster than it can be con- 
sumed? 


The real problem here is not surplus 


crops, but surplus land. Docs not the 
farmer's economic salvation depend on 
using his surplus land for other crops 
than the foodstuffs now glutting the 
market? Does not his opportunity for 
the future lie in raising crops usable as 
raw materials for now industrial pro- 
ducts?

.here is Increasing evidence that the 
deficiency of our American, dietry 
n Vitamins B. and C is an import- 
ant factor of the great prevalence 
of peptic 
ulcer, appendicitis 
and 


nucous colitis in this country. If 
you have a mind to make greater 
use of the items mentioned, in your 
own dietary, let me remind you that 
t is well to taka them, so far as 
possible, as nature provides them, 
and not as you find them in stores. 
Ml tho Items may be eaten raw, 
provided they are pure and uncon- 
.aminated. It is not necessary to re- 
ject cooked food, however. I merely 
suggest that every one should have 
one or more of the items named m 
:he raw state each day. Say some 
raw wheat, oats or other grain to

That a Fred Stone show 
could 


ever "flop" on the Gay White Way 
has always been unthinkable. 
His 


status was that of a national in- 
btitution. His past was made up of 
two-year runs and crowds standing 
m line at the box office. 


Then, after a mere eight weeks 


which 
had 
shown a 
constantly- 


dwindling attendance, came 
word 


that "Ripples" would be taken off 
and sent on the road. 


To all of which, the 
comedian 


who rose to fame Jn "The "Wizard 
of Oz" arches a puzzled eyebrow 
and shakes his head. 


"I don't know what it's all about. 


Broadway has changed—that seems 
to be the 
answer," 
Stone 
said 


"Times have changed too. 
I used 


to think I knew Broadway-—heaven 
knows, Broadway seemed to know 
me.

There 
invariably is the idea that easy rrion 
ey is to be made in operating a sta 
tion, and in some instances stations 
have panned out as "gold mines"— 
but they are few. 


WANT NYEW STATIONS 


The applications for new station 


usually are for small local transmit 
ters although power up to 1,000 watts 
is asked for now and then. For ex- 
ample, three of the 11 applications in 
the latest batch were for 1,000 watts. 
The odds are overwhelmingly against 
the licensing of new stations of this 
order of power, since virtually every 
state is over its broadcasting quota 
in "regional" stations. 


"The commission is continuously 


working on the problem of improv- 
ing the allocation of stations," Com-

number of local low power stations 
would best serve the listening public.

Dr. G. G. Dowdall, chief surgeon of 


the Illinois Central system,, today ex- 
plained the motive that caused that 
railroad to give special consideration 
to the glands of its 60,000 employes. 


"Our efforts to improve the health 


of workers during the past few years 
have brought surprisingly successful 
results," he said. "Through yearly 
examinations on the birthday of each 
employe we have been able to make 
findings that have increased the life 
expectancy of the average worker 
nearly eight years. 


"Now 
we are interested not merely 


in extending life, but in increasing ef- 
v 


ficiency at the same time. It is evi- 
dent that much premature senility, 
much of the general mental "and phy- 
sical slowing down in both men and 
-women, with loss of efficiency from 
which the company suffers, is due to 
bland disturbances which are suscep- 
tible to treatment. 
"The company considers that it 
costs $15,000 to develop an employe 
to a. point of efficiency in the trans- 
portation business.

acute and chronic hoarseness. 


"Hoarseness is one of the early 


symptoms of diphtheria of the lar- 
nyx. The death rate in untreated 
cases of laryngeal diphtheria is 95 
per cent. Earily examination o£ the 
larynx and early treatment lowers 
the death rate and 
complications 


attributes, is described as of particu- 
lar importance, especially as it con- 
cerns .women 
who are aging. 
Dr. 


Dowdall says that there is a great 
loss of 'efficiency in the older women 
employes and he feels that thej will 
benefit especially.

QUITE A PROBLEM 


Cedar Rlapids, la. — When Elias 


Shaffer died here recently at the age 
of 96, he left quite a problem for 
hi3 executors to solve. They were 
faced with splitting up his estate 
among 176 descendants. He made it 
a bit easier when he left his prop- 
e.-ty to ten of his kin, and charged 
them with the problem of splitting

"Among the causes 
of chronic 


noarseness may be mentioned, tum- 
ors of vocal chords, including can- 
cer, tuberculosis, tumors of neck and 
chest, improper use of the voice and 
diseased condition of nose and- sin- 
uses. 


"Chronic hoarseness in small chil- 


dren is frequently due to small tum- 
ors of vocal chords. The diagnosis 
can be made by examination of the 
larynx directly or indirectly by mir- 
rors. This condition is apt to be pro- 


ressive. Chronic hoarseness in any 


one over 35 years of ase demands 
very early examination because this 
is the cancer age. 
Cancer of the 


larynx does not spread so early as 
cancer of other parts of the body. If 
an examination is made during the 
first month or so of the hoarseness 
and a cancer is discovered, treatment 
can be almost 100 per cent success 
ful. 
But if examination is delayed 


six months or more the chances of 
ultimate success are \'ery small. 


"In any case of chronic hoarseness 


in an individual who is anaemic and 
underweight with a dry cough, tub- 
erculosis of the 
larynx must 
be 


thought of. The diagnosis can only 
be made by examination of the lar- 
ynx. Tuberculosis of the larynx oc- 
curs late in the disease and Is 
grave sign. 
The individual must 


have the very best of general treat 
ment for recovery. Local treatment 
to the larynx is necessary to relieve 
pain. There is probably no one symp 
torn which more urgently calls for 
early examination than hoarseness 
in early childhood to prevent death 
from diphtherijt and suffocation from 
croup and tumors; in 
adolescence 


and early adult life to diagnose tu 
berculosis and- institute 
adequate 


treatment; in ages beyond 35 years to 
discover cancer before it is too late 
to save life."

New York—(XP)—The universe, in ] 


the opinion of Dr. Robert A. Millik- 
in, noted physicist, 
is not running 


down like an eight-day clock, but is 
:onstantly renewing itself. 


Speaking before 
a science forum 


under auspices of the American In- 
stitute of the City of New York, the 
Museum of the Peaceful Aros, and 
:he New York Electrical society. Dr. 
Millikan declared science at last had 
reason to believe the cosmic drama 
of creation is still being enacted in 
the stellar spaces. 


He thus takes issue with Sir James 


Jeans and 
other 
physicists who 


:hampion the theory that the imi- 
rerse is slowly disintegrating. 


Dr. Millikan in 1923 received the 


Nobel prize for 
the isolation 
and 


measurement of tne electron. A lit- 
tle over a year ago he discovered the 
cosmic ray. He is a professor at the 
California Institute of Technology. 


He said he 
based his opinion on 


ten outstanding scientific discoveries, 
including the law of the equivalence 
of heat and work, the cosmic ray, ev- 
olution radio activity and the aston 
curve.

200 IN DEMONSTRATION 


Bombay, India—G43)—Two hundied 


civil disobedience volunteers, includ- 
ing six Mohammedans and three wo- 
men, brought sea water to the steps 
of congress house Thursday for the 
manufacture of salt in violation of 
British law. 


The band divided itself 
Into 20 


groups, each bringing a supply of 
the sea -water from different parts 
of the city. Thirty-two salt pans 
were installed at congress for the 
manufacture of the contraband. 


A large number of women figured 


in the salt making today, many of 
them, mostly from Gujerat, bringing 
sea water to their homes where they 
violated the law. The violations of 
the salt law represent the first step 
in the campaign of civil disobedience 
by which Indian nationalists hope to 
win independence for their country. 


Mahatma Gandhi,
